HINTS ON BATHING. 


Dr. Mayo furnjshes some hints on“ Bath- 
ing” that may be read with advantage at, 
this season of the year. At night, warm 
water should be employed—in the morning, 
cold. The frame, after the exhaustion of 


the day, is in a condition to be better for 


the soothing influence of warm bathing. 
The whole person should, preparatory to 
retiring to rest, be laved with warm water, 
and afterwards a moderate glow should be 
produced by gentle drying with towels. It 
has been said thut cold water used at night 
has the advantage of preveuting the feet 
from becoming tender. Ihe reverse is the 
fact. ‘Tenderness of the feet is much sooner 
and surely remedied by the use of warm 
water than cold. The direct purpose of 
bathing is better obtained by warm than 
cold water. Nevertheless, there are some 
who are compelled to use cold water for 
their feet at night; if they use warm water, 
there is no reaction, and their feet and an- 
kles become painfully chilled and deficient in 
circulation, But the morning is the proper 
senson for the employment of cold water; 
the temperature of which, however, should 
bear a relation to the time of ycar and to the 
temperature of the weather, as well as to 
the strength of the person using it. Some- 
times, therefore, it is better to use water in 
the morning tepid; just as at night it may 
happen, for various reasons, to he desirable 
to Avuid the relaxing effects of water too 
warm. A person in health and 6trength is 
the better for having the entire.person bathed 
with cold water in the morning, followed by 
sufficient friction to produce n general heal- 
thy glow. In these simple directions, two 


effects are contemplated, one niceness of the 


person—the other, a stimulating or soothing 
influence on the nerves or on the system gen 

erally. Both of these effects are capable of 
being attained to a still grants extent by the 


use of baths.

UNITY OF THE RAGES, 

Bayard Taylor writes his last letter from 
the Nubian Nile, and gives a very interesting 
account of some of the old Byyptian monv- 
ments he there eneopntered. ‘The following 
extract relates to some colossal seulptures 
made in the remote era of Remesses the - 
Great: 

“ The sculptures on the walls of the grand 
hall are after those of Medeenet Abou, and 
on the exterior wall of Karnak, the most 
interesting I have seen in Ezypt.. On the 
end wall, on either side of the entrance, is 
a clossal bass relief, representing, Remesses 
slaying a group of captive kings, whom he 
holds by the hair of their heads. There are 
ten or twelve in each group, and the figures, 
though they are not colored, exbibit the same 
distinction of race as I bad previously re- 
marked in Belzoni’s tamb,gt ‘Thebes. There 
is the Negro, the Persian, the Jew, and one 
other form of countenance which I could 
not make out—all imploring with uplifted 
hands, the mercy of the conqueror.

This is an interesting fact in discussing the 
question of unity of origin of the raee. 
lhave as yet, though deeply interested in 
the subject, not looked into it sufficiently to 
take either side; but, admitting the different 
races of men to have had originally one 
origin, the date of the first appearance of 
man on the earth mast have been nearer fif- 
ty thousand than five thousand years ago. 
If climate, customs and the like have been 
the only agents in producing that variety of 
race which we find so strongly marked nearly 
four thousand years ago, surely those agents 
must have been at work for a vastly longer 
‘poriod than that ufftially accepted as the age 
of Man. We are older than we know, but 
our beginning, like our end is darkness and 
mystery, 3 

I spent some lime contemplating these 
grand and remarkable memorials ofthe great- 
est age of Egypt, and left with my feeling 
for Fgyptian art even stronger than before.”

The Herald thus makes known the purpose 
of the Sewardites : 

Bu . why is it that the leading organs of 
Seward, abolition, and the ‘higher law, should 
engage in this movement of annexation ? Here 
lies the pith of the whole matter. ‘The'ohject 
of the annexation of Canada, which must ulso 
inclule the contiguous provinces, is to give such 
additional power to the North in Congress, as 
will enable them to break down the Southern 
States ; to break down the whole system of 
Southern slavery, with all the hazards of a re- 
enactment, upon a large scale, of the insurrec- 
tion, the .fires, and rav ages, and atrocities of 
St. Domingo. The object is. by the increased 
and overwhelming weight of the North, to crush 
the domestic institations of the South, to turn 
the slaves upon the country, or to drive the 
South, from inexorable necessity, and at the 
peril of a sectional war, out of the Union. In 
a word, the grand desideratum of Canadian an- 
nexation is the extinction of slavery in the South, 
or the expulsion of the South from the Union. 

en view of this alleged annexation conspira- 
cy, it would not be at all surprising to find the 
South taking the alarm, and adopting measures 
to counteract it. One or two more slaves States 
may be introduced from Texas; California may 
yet be divided; Cuba is fast ripening, and we 
have but to wait and the rich fruit will drop 
into their hands ; Mexico is in trans.tu to some 
new destiny. Here is a wide field for the South, 
from whieh to maintain their equilibrium in the 
Senate--their balance of power against the 
North. There can be no Canadian annexation, 
without a corresponding movement in the Sath. 
Canada would Ee: e quite another affair. The 
South is weak the North is strong. The North 
is aggressive-—the South stands on the defen- 
sive ; and when its power to protect itself un- 
der the Constitution is overshadowed by the 
North it will seck the protection of its institu- 
tions. and ‘the safety of the people from conspir- 
ing incendiaries, out of the Union. 

“ We, therefore throw out the letter pf our 
Montreal correspondent—a man of character 
and intelligence, as mattor of information to the 
South, and the friends of the Union of all Sec- 
tions. and as indicating the real purposes of the 
Seward party of this State in this grand scheme 
of the annexation of Canada.“
